A questionnaire accompanied by 
a brochure were sent .to nearly 
5,000 persons in the Antioch , area 
seeking opinion on the proposal to 
finance a community swimming 
pool. 

The inquiry was made by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Antioch 
Lions club to test public attitude to- 
ward the proposal and the result is 
expected to influence the club on its 
decision. 

Although it is too early for a com- 
plete analysis of the returns, Dr. G. 
W. Jensen, co-chairman of the com- 
mittee said today that both the num- 
ber of replies and the enthusiasm 
for the project had exceeded expec- 
tations. He added that a very high 
percentage of the returned ques- 
tionnaires indicated a willingness 
on the part of residents to invest in 
the project. 

t l Heading the committee arc Ed- 
ward J. Kugle and Dr. G. W. Jensen, 
co-chairmen, and members are Ho- 
mer La Plant, K, F. Deitrlck, C. R. 
Keulman, Howard K, Gaston, Ted 
C. Larson, and Harold £. Cardiff. 

Proposal is made in the brochure 
that the pool be financed by first, 
forming a non-profit corporation 
to own and hold title to the swim- 
ming pool and equipment, and then, 
by issuance and sale of first mort- 
gage interest-bearing bonds, which 
would be paid off as earnings of the 
pool allow. 

The questionnaire first seeks In- 
formation whether the persons are 
permanent residents or summer 
residents, .the number in the .family 
— adults arid children; end whether 
the family would use. the pool or 
not. 

Bonds for financing the pool 
would be issued In $100 denomina- 
tions and the question is asked how 
many will be subscribed for. 

Space is 'then afforded for com- 
ments on the value of the swimming 
pool to the community. 

No stamp is necessary to return 
the questionnaire. 

The committee hopes, that all re- 
plies will be returned within- the 
next two weeks, so that If a favor- 
able attitude Is taken, the club can 
get busy on the project. 

The commltte has been working 
on compilation of the mailing list 
used for some weeks arid while it 
is fairly complete, it is possible that 
some residents of the area have been 
missed. Any person who did not 
receive the- mailing are asked to 
contact Dr. Jensen or The Antioch 
News.

He said that he intends to re- 
introduce the bill every time he re- 
turns to Springfield and when the 
whole revenue bill is revised in the 
next general assembly, he will sepk 
this resolution as a part of the gen- 
eral plan.

"Yet, there is growing pressure in Washington for 
"the Federal Government to get into the medical 
business. It makes just as much sense as the gov- 
•ernment going into the automobile business so that 
those who don't have a car can ihave one — at tax- 
payers' expense. That pressure is for political 'care,* 
not medical care." 

It's also significant that the growth of the various 
voluntary health insurance plans has been phenome- 
nal in a short period of time. And that growth con- 
tinues — which certainly proves that the majority 
of us want and can afford the protection. 

There is, of course, a small percentage of indi- 
gent people who can't afford such insurance. They 
can be helped, in whatever measure is needed, with- 
out subjecting all the rest of us to politically-dom- 
inated medicine.

Freedom to Shop Around 

A Canadian economist, Hart Buck of the Bank 
of Toronto, recently made an address entitled "Free- 
dom to Shop Around." In the course of it he said, 
"Competition is nothing but freedom looked at up- 
side down. In a market where buyers are free to 
shop around, sellers must outdo each other to get and 
keep customers. Through competition there is pro- 
duced the maximum of goods and services that the 
public wants most. Competition does not mean 'dog 
eat dog.' Instead, it is the necessary preface to co- 
operation. Competition helps us to decide with 
whom we can best cooperate in production." 

Freedom to shop around is found at alt levels of 
economic activity. A business, for instance, buys the 
supplies and services it needs from other businesses 
which offer the bust values. And every housewife 
exercises her freedom to shop around every day. 
When she goes out to buy foods or clothes or house- 
hold wares or anything else, she patronizes those 
merchants who, in her opinion, will give her the 
most for the dollar. They may be chain stores or 
independent stores; they may be large or small. But 
competition forces all of them to offer every induce- 
ment they can— price, service, quality, more compell- 
ing advertising — to attract her trade. 

It is competition that holds qualities up and 
prices down, and that forces the businessman to 
fight an endless war against waste and avoidable ex- 



pense. Yes, competition is "freedom looked at up- 
side down" — the other sldo of the coin. We can't 
prize It loo highly. *

Time for Decision 

The 84th Congress will haye a chance to do 
something the 82nd and 83rd Congresses failed tp do. 
That is to get 'action started on a needed but long- 
delayed $300,000,000 hydro- electric project on the 
Niagara river. The water became available as a 
result of a treaty signed with Canada in 1050, and 
Congress must decide how It is to be developed. 

There Is only one point of controversy. That is 
whether the power is to be developed on a socialized 
basis, by the federal government or the state of New 
York — or on a taxpaying, regulated, privatc-ehlcr- 
prlsc basis, by a group of five utilities which arc all 
ready to go ahead. 

In the last congress a private enterprise bill 
passed the House by the overwhelming majority of 
2 K j to one. But the partisans of socialism managed 
to prevent a Senate vote — so, under the rules, the 
matter must go through the legislative wringer all 
over again. 

The issue at stake is as simple as it is important. 
The project ihas nothing to do with flood control, 
land conservation, or navigation. It has no connec- 
tion whatsoever, with the St, Lawrence Seaway. It 
will produce electric power and nothing but electric 
power. So it is a clear-cut test of whether we should 
pour more of the people's money down the freedom - 
destroying rat-hole of socialism — or permit private 
enterprise to do what it is eminently fitted to do. Of 
no small significance, it is estimated that if private 
enterprise undertakes the project, government—fed- 
eral, " state and local — will benefit to the tune of 
$23,000,000 a year in new taxes. If government 
builds a plant it will be tax-exempt. 

There can be no excuse for further delay. Let 
Congress make its decision.

You can cast a 
wandering eye and observe prosperity rampant — 
especially down in Dixie way — down in the land of 
cotton, cinnamon seed and sandy bottom, look away, 
look away in Dixie. Those 17 states with Right to 
Work laws are a beacon — If I was to get poetical. I 
doff my fedora.

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If Gas Rate Increase 
Denied, N.I.G.C. ill 
' Credit Future Acc'ts 



Northern Illinois Gas Comoany 
has nnnounced that its share of the 
Natural Gas Pipeline Company of 
America's proposed $10,700,000 boost 
in Its wholesale cost of gas to be ef- 
fective March 2 will increase the 
bills of bi-monthly residential cus- 
tomers about six cents a month, and 
gas heat customers approximately 40 
cents monthly beginning with bills 
issued in May. 

Subject to the consent of the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission, the in- 
crease to the utility's 475,000 cus- 
tomers will bo about 3.7 per cent. 

The increase will be effected 
through the operation of Northern 
Illinois Gas Company's purchased 
gas adjustment clause under which 
the company may raise its rates 
when pipeline companies boost their 
wholesale prices, or lower the rates 
when the cost of gas is reduced. 

If the full amount of the $10,700.- 
000 increase requested by the Na- 
tural Gas Pipeline 'company should 
be denied by the Federal Power 
Commission, Northern Illinois Gas 
will return its proportionate share 
to customers thereafter as credits 
on bills during the ensuing 12 
months., Meanwhile, this additional 
amount paid by customers to North- 
ern Illinois Gas. through the provi- 
sions of the purchased gas adjust- 
ment clause in its rate schedule, will 
be paid to the pipeline company 
until the Federal Power Commission 
anounces its rulting. 

Consumers are now getting a re- 
duction in their bills as the result of 
the last pipeline rate decrease put 
into effect recently which limited 
the gas company*s other supplier, 
the Texas Illinois Natural Gas Pipe- 
line Company, to a wholesale rate 
less than it had sought. 

Farmers Told Sale of 

Milk Increased by Use , 
Of Vending Machines 

The large milk-vending machines 
which are now found throughout 
Lake county were an important topic 
of discussion at this year's annual 
' Farm and Home Week which many 
Lake county farm families attended 
in Urbana last week. 

These large vending machines 
which often resemble giant milk 
cartons helped the county's farmers 
boost the total consumption of milk 
in both Lake and McHenry counties, 
according to Simon Lerner who ad- 
dressed the Farm and Home audi- 
ence at the University of Illinois' 
annual agricultural conference. 

Lerner, representing Willowdale 
Dairy of Antioch, explained that his 
firm has been using vending ma- 
chines for less than a year, but it 
already has more than 20 "milk de- 
pots in Waukegan, McHenry, Liber- 
tyville, Woodstock, Antioch, Har- 
vard, Grayslake, Crystal Lake, and 
Round Lake. 

"People like the 24-hour operation 
and the lower price on milk at the 
vending machines," Mr, Lerner ex- 
plained to his large audience. His 
dairy foresees the vending machine 
as a profitable way to increase the 
county's total milk consumption 
once today's pioneer venders have 
solved a great many of their prob- 
lems.
